INDIANA'S LIBEL 
LAW. 


Indiana has a new libel law wherein 


common sense has been allowed lull ex- 
pression and the absolute welfare ol the 
public has been fully considered. Under 
its provisions any aggrieved party can 
only recover for actual damages, and 
suit cannot be brought without first 
giving the newspaper three days' notice 
th»t a correction is demanded. II this 
is made in good faith, nnd it is shown 
that the libelous article was published 
in good faith, there ia no ground for a 
claim of damages. 


The advantage ol such a law is that 


it does not leavoan injured person with- 
out recourse, neither does it le ave news- 
papers in en oh condition that they dare 
not denounce knavery, whether it he 
found in public or private life. The 
presa is, or should be, the guardian of 
the public welfare, hut too often its 
power and capacity in this direction are 
minimized by unwise libel laws. In 
many of tbe states today, lor instance, a 
judge might be as vena! a creature aa 
ever donned ermine, and the fact might 
be notorious, yet hardly would a news- 
paper dare to mention the fact in mild 
eat way. Libel laws should he so con 
Btructe'd that the press would he unre 
atricted in attacking wrong, wherever i 
might be found. 


To the contrary of this proposition i 


is said that except the power of the pres 
be carefully restricted it may, and olte 
will, abuse its license. Granting tha 
this is true, it may be doubted if the 
good it would do in guarding the public 
against rascality would not more than 
counterbalance the probable evil. In 
any event, the Indiana law places what 
seems to us a sufficient safeguard in pro- 
viding that an aggrieved party may re- 
cover actual damages if a newspaper 
will not publish a correction.

ONE of the best acts passed by the re- 


cent congress was that declaring a pen- 
sion to be a vested right. Under its 
provisions the pensioner, in a proposed 
case of susrension, must be given thirty 
days notice and every opportunity of 
turniehing evidence to substantiate his 
claim. The law onds the miscellaneous 
lopping off of pensioners' beads which 
has been a pronounced feature of the 
present national administration, insures 
fair play to veterans and is one of the 
few distinctively good measures that 
were enacted by the congress that went 
onto! existence without any signs ol 
popular grief.

whether the two alleged revenue [olU- 
cers, who were in Fresno n low days 
searching Chinatown for 
smuggled 


opium, are oilU'ers or not. It is ktiowt 
that they did not belong to tho rovenm 
department, but it may be possible that 
they belong to thn cusUmis norvico. Jlnl 
there are strong reasons to believe that 
they were impostors. 


In the tirst pluco it would have been 


regular for them to eee Al Uriflin, the 
ill-puty revenue collector for this district, 
who haa an cilice in this city. The> 
should have donu this before making tun 
Search for contraband goods. 


Even if the men belonged to the cus- 


toms di'iiartment, it would nlao have 
been proper for thorn to ace Mr. Grilli- 
before operating within hia territory an 
usurping some of his duties, but they 
did not go near him. 


The men hud badges on, and from tin 


manner in which they went about their 
work they must have been in the gov 
ernment'e service at some time. Ilut, i 
they are government ollicere, their ac 
tions in Chinatown would justify thci 
removal. They .walked into houses, am 
pried about without tolling the owneri 
who they wore. Tho hitter, when thej 
objected, wore subjected to curses ant 
threats. In several casca these men 
drew their revolvers and beat the fright 
ened Mongols with them. Such action 
are unusual among United States otli 
cars, and can only add suspicions tha 
tliey were impostors. 


Night Watchman Knpeljo was stand 


ing in a store when tho men camo in 
They did not notice Hapelju, who wn 
stainting aside. They looked around i: 
tlie store for a few minutes and then 
starteii to go into a back room. Tli 
proprietor jumped up and asked one o 
thorn what ho wanted, whereupon th 
man struck him in tho face. 
Hapelji 


interposed and demanded tho man's au 
thority. The latter at lirst acted very 
insolently to Kapelje, but when lie 
that U was a case of business ho ahowci 
his badge. Itapeljetold him he though 
it better to tell who he waa before run 


ini: tho risk of invading private rights 
The men gave their names aa lUirk 


and Kennedy. They said that they 
would go south when they loft Fresno, 
but it has been learned that they went 
north. 


On tlie other hand, if they are impos- 


tors they are models of their kind. They 
had a la'rge number ol revenue stamps 
which they showed. If they were not 
ollicers they went to much unnecessary 
work in destroying stamps on empty 
opium cans. It may also be that tliey 
did this to throw tho local authorities 
off thoir guard. 
It would be an easy matter for a 


couple of men armed with badges to 
come into a town and sot themselves up 
aa revenue otlicera and search the Chi- 
neae for smuggled opium and con H acute 
the contraband atull for their own bene- 
fit. 
Of course it would not bo wise to 


stay too long. 
Those mon remained only one day.
